FIGHT ON 


PEACE PLAN

GENEVA, Sept. 30.—Japan triumped over the League of 
Nations today when a majority of the members of the Arbitra- 
tion Commission adopted a disguised version of the original 


Japanese proposal on the immigration conflict. 


The victory 


was one which even the Japanese may well regret, however, for 
in the past four days to win their point the delegates of the 
Mikado government had been obliged to show every card they 


held, even to a threat of war. 

The solution found after a two 
days’ deadlock amounts to a sim- 
ple acceptance of the original 
Japanese proposal made Friday. 
It is disguised by being in the 
form of two amendments instead 
of one, but the meaning is exactly 
the same—to oblige the League 
to arbitrate the immigration ques- 
tion or any other question of in- 
ternal policy for an indefinite 
length of time, even after the 
World Court has refused to have 
anything to dv with It. 

The only new point in the pro- 
posals today was that the Japan- 
ese amendment is now specifical- 


ly based on Article XI of the 
League Covenant dechring the

To get then proposal accepted the 
Japanese were obliged to admit 
in so many words in a secret sub- 
committee today that this question 
represented a war menace.

Mulholland Asserts Supply is

Project is Feasible

Colorado River water for domes-

“Bome people say that the water 
of the river is muddy and unfit for 
drinking,” he declared. “While it is 
muddy it is clean beside the water 
used by eastern cities and almost 
free from pollution from human 
contact. Besides the treating of 
drinking water is now really a sci- 
ence.” 

Mulholland declared that while 
the water must be raised over an 
elevation of 1400 feet, it could bé 
brought. to Los ‘Angeles at a price 
3 cents in excess of that charged 
for the Los Angeles aqueduct 
water, or for 13 cents a hundred 
feet, the average rate paid for 
water in all large American cities. 

In discussing the building of the 
aqueduct, he said that investiga- 
tion had revealed to him that in 
spite of doubling costs of labor and 
materials, engineering work of the 
type, because of advanced meth- 
ods and the use of modern machin- 
ery, can be done as cheaply now 
as thirty years ago. He pointed 
out that tractors take the place of 
mules in providing locomotion for 
the great shovels; that the country 
to be traversed provides plenty 
of good rock and gravel for the 
concrete work. 

In comparieon with the building 
of the Los Angeles aqueduct to 
the Owens River Valley, he showed 
on the map where the first pipe- 
line had to be brought over three 
mountain ranges and that con- 
struction work was carried on 
under great difficulties owing to 
the inaccessibility of the country 
and the lack of water. But little 
trouble from these sources would 
hinder the work on the Colorado 
ee he declared, and when 

nished the great aqueduct would 
have a capacity of 1600 second 
feet, a supply equal to that pour- 
ing into New York City.

During September 497 commer- 
cial vessels of 1,244,391 tons net, 
reached the harbor from all ports 
of the world, according to ao 
announced yesterday by the m- 
ber of Commerce Marine Ex- 
change. This shows a marked a- 
crease over the preceding month. 

Im porta, r to customs 
figures, were $2,765,000, as com- 
pared with $2,060,808 in Septem-

Tankships, Yutilized in the export 
of Southern California ofl to vari- 
ous markets of the world, led all 
other types of carriers arriving in 
the month.
